Reprimand Is Directed to 
Section of Speech Re- 
ferring to “Jackass 
Votes.” 


Washington, June 24.—Rear Ad- 
miral William S. Sims has received 
a public reprimand from Secretary 
of the Navy Denby, as a rebuke for 
the “jackass” speech which Sims 
delivered in London June 7. The 
reprimand was administered in the 
face of assertions by the admira! 
that he had been misquoted. It is 
the second he has received from a 
secretary of the naVy, the first hav- 
ing been handed down in 1911, also 
because of a speech made in Lon- 
don. 

An order from Denby, Issued Frt- 
day afternoomand delivered to the 
admiral at his hotel by the secre- 
tary’s aid, concluded with this para- 
graph. 

“The department expresses its 
strong and unqualified disapproval 
of your conduct in having again 
delivered a highly improper speech 
in a foreign country and you are 
hereby publicly reprimanded.” * 


Not to Affect Status. 


Denby stated later the reprimand 
would not alter Sims’ status in the 
navy and that he would continue 
as president of the Naval War col- 
lege at Newport. 

Soon after the reprimand was 
made public Admiral Sims visited 
President Harding. 

On leaving the white house, Ad- 
miral Sims said with regard to his 
reprimand:

as possible of what he said. 

Copy of Reply. 

There was also attached a copy 
of Admiral Sims’ reply. 

In his reply Admiral Sims set 
forth that his remarks were not pre- 
pared in advance and that he spoke 
extemporaneously. Before leaving 
London, however, his reply says, he 
prepared a copy of what he said 
with the assistance of the London 
newspapers and Commander Land, 
assistant American naval attache 
in London, This is the text quoted 
in Secretary Denby’'s reprimand:

Washington, D. C., June 24.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) — With 
complaints from all over the coun- 
try that. a 
pledged to economy wags squandering 
money with an abandon never be- 
fore equalled in the history of the 
United States, the house today pass- 
ed its first bill looking towards 
economy and it was at the expense 
of the farmer.

of bonde. Zut the house would not 
hear to it, and by a vote of 217 to 
101 adopted the report of the com- 
mittee on banking and currency, 
cutting the sum to be available in| 
half. The final vote on the bill as 
amended was 315 to 4. 

Charles H. Brand, of the eighth 
Georgia congressional district, made 
a masterful plea in behalf of the 
farming interests and took occasion 
to pour hot lead down 
of republican leaders opposing the 
full fifty million dollar loan to the 
farmers. Charleg Crisp, of Georgia, 
complained that even fifty million 
dollars was far from adequate and 
insisted that the sum be doubled 
rather than halved . His amendment 
to this effect was defeated. 

Back To Senate. 

As the bill now stands, it will 
have to be returned to the senate 
where it is expected that the re- 
duction to $25,000,000 will be agreed 
to. Should the:senate agree to the 
house amendment, it will then only 
be necessary for the president to 
sign the bill before it becomes a 
law, and then the sum will imme- 
diately become available for dis- 
tribution,

of available funds, and inasmuch as 
the return obtained by the treasury 
is 31-2 per cent more than receiv- 
ed on ordinary treasury deposits, it 
is clearly to be seen that it is a 
profit rather than an expense to che 
treasury, and is not and cannot be 
a tax burden on the people of the 
United States. 


Guards Against Abuse. 


The measure guards against any 
abuse of the depository privilege, 
in that it makes the federal land 
banks pay a penalty of one-half of 
one per cent to the treasury of the 
United States by requiring the banks 
to pay for the deposits from the 
treasury one-half of one per cent 
per annum more than they pay up- 
on their outstanding bonds. 

It was made quite clear in the 
hearing before the committee that 
the normal increase of the capital 
banks attendant upon their contin- 
ued loaning operations would even- 
tually provide them with sufficient 
capital to entirely do away with the 
occasion for treasury deposits. This 
possibility comes from the fact that 
with every loan made there is a

Miss Alif 
Benton, of Macon, representing pa- 
triotic societies in that city was the 
principal speaker appearing in the 
place of Judge Charles T. Bartlett, 
of Macon, who was unable to be 
present. Dr. Caleb A. Ridley, pas- 
tor of the Central Baptist church, 
also spoke briefly. 

Miss’ Benton announced that 
Judge Bartlett probably would ar- 
rive in Atlanta Saturday to attend 
the inauguration of Governor-elect 
Hardwick and she told members of 
the legislature they could confer 
with him about the legality of im- 
peachment proceedings Saturday 
afternoon room 102 Kimball 


house. 

In her speech Miss Benton 
charged that the Catholic church, 
through its negro mission board, 
has been working among the ne- 
groes of the south to scatter prop- 
aganda which she said was one of 
the causes of the present condi- 
tions, She denounced the Atlanta 
inter-racial commi.ctee and the in- 
ter-racial committees of Macon for 
action tending to “break down the 
color line.’’ She read excerpts 
from articles printed in negro news- 
papers to the effect that there is 
a world-wide movement to “secure 
full rights’ for the negro. She 
called emphatically on the members 
of the legislature “to expose the ne- 
zro in the woodpile in Georgia” and 
to “support legislation which will 
let the people know who is respon- 
Sible for the circulation of vicious 
propaganda.” 

In answer to a question Dr. Rid- 
ley declared that Governor Dorsey 
did not compile the information ap- 
pearing in his pamphlet. Dr. Rid- 
ley said this information was col- 
lected by trained negro workers 
who visited all parts of the state 
and who obtained their’ training 
while in the Y. M. C. A. service, He 
said these workers did not go to 
court records but went to “‘sore 
heads” and negroes for their infor- 
mation. He charged that Marion 
Jaekson, of Atlanta, wrote the 
pamphlet for Governor Dorsey and 
paid for its circulation. He said 
that if misconduct in office is an 
impeachable offense then Governor 
Dorsey can be impeached.

Important Questions. 

On the eve of tne neginning of 
the new administration the house 
and senate had brought to its at- 
tention several of the most impor- 
tant questions which will feature 
the session this summer. 

The grist mill of legislation be- 
ryan to turn in the house when a 
joint resolution, calling an Iinves- 
tigation of all state departments, 
was introduced by Representative 
McMichael. In the senate, the same 
resolution was introduced by Sen- 
ator Maneon, of the thirty-fifth dis- 
trict. These two actions mark the 
beginning of the legislative con- 
troversy between the state depart- 
ment of agriculture and the state 
college of agriculture. 

In offering such a resolution, the 
two legislators anticipated the ac- 
tion of Senator L. C. Brown, who 
plans to ask for an investigation of 
the department of agriculture, and 
they take the position that their 
move will forestall his plan. The 
senator from Athens, however. 
stated Friday night that he... was 
fully prepared for the move and 
expected no serious trouble in push- 
ing his fight on the department. 

Should the joint resolution be 
adopted by both branches, a special 
committee will be appointed to make 
investigations of both the financial 
condition and the operation of each 
department of the’state government, 
making ite report to the general as- 
sembly. to be used for legislative 
purposes. , 

Tax Equilization Bill. 


Bills designed to abolish the tax 
equalization law and the state high- 
way department made their appear- 
ance in the house. Mr. McMichael 
introduced a measure which would 
reorganize the highway department 
and change the division of highway 
funds. His meaéséure proposes that 
the automobile fund he .collected 
just as it is now, a flxed amount be 
set aside for administration of the 
law, and the balance placed in the 
treasury. 

From this balance, the highway 
department would have placed to 
its apedit, fifteen per cent for tne 
purpose of meeting its overhead ex- 
penses, in order that it may com- 
plete its contracts already made, 
and thereafter, continue enough of 
its Organization to transact neces- 
Sary business with the federal gov- 
ernment in handling government 
road aid funds in Georgia. 

The remaining 85 per cent of the 
automobile fund would be distrib- 
uted among the counties on a post 
mileage basis. 

Representative Davis, of Ogle- 
thorpe, introduced the abolition bill 
against the highwav department, 
providing that the automobile fund 
be distributed among 
on a post mileage basis. From the 
expressions of the members of the 
senate, it appears that the McMich- 
ael measure has a more favorable 
os of passage than the Davis 

ill. 

The capitol removal hill was intro- 
duced in the house by the Bibb 
county delegation and also in the 
senate. Both measures provide a 
comstitutional amendment, submit- 
ted to the vote of the people, pro- 
viding for the removal of the cap- 
itol from Atlanta to Macon. Tatt- 
nall square in Macon and approxi- 
mately $3,000.000 in cash are offered 
for the capitol. 


Will Fight Measure. 


All three members of the Fulton 

deiegation announced that they 
would fight the measure, and pre- 
dicted that it would not receive 
the serious attention of the house. 
_ The bill to abolish the tax equal- 
ization law practically is the same 
as presented during the last sev- 
eral sessions.

Senate Session. 


The senate opened its 
day’s session with the introduction 
of several! important bills and the 
passage of a resolution providing 
for an adjournment. from July 1 to 
July 5 so that the members can at- 
tend the celebration of the opening 
of a new bridge near Brunswick 
over the\Altamaha river. 

The first bill introduced in 
senate was a measure providing for 
the adoption of the absentee voting 
law. The bill was introduced “by 
Senator Fleming, of the tenth dis- 
trist. The ‘measure will permit 
qualified voters to cast their bal- 
lots in various elections by mali. 
Laws of like nature have recently 
been adopted in Alabama and other 
southern states. 

One of the important measures 
introduced Friday was one by Sen- 
ator John H. Jones, of the thirty- 
seventh district providing for the 
adoption of the Australian ballot 
system in Georgia. A similar bill 
was introduced Thursday in the 
house by Speaker Neill. 


Inaugural Report. 


Secretary McCletchey read the re- 
port of the joint committee named 
to prepare a program for the in- 
augural ceremonies Saturday. After 
the report was read it was adopted 
unanimously. 

Senator Frank Manson, of 
thirty-fifth district, introduced a 
bill providing for a thorough inves- 
tigation of the state’s entire finan- 
cial system. The bill is far-reach- 
ing in its scope and provides for 
appointment of auditors to go over 
the books of the whole state and to 
prepare a report to be submitted 
to the governor. The bill gives the 
auditors authority to subpoena wit- 
nesses and to call for all books and 
recorde of all departments. It pro- 
vides that the auditors shal] make 
their*report to the governor imme- 
diately after they have completed 
their work. 

The two bills prepared by the 
Municapal League of Georgia pro- 
viding for development of water 
power by the state, counties and 
municipalities, were introduced in 
the senate by Senator John C. Hol- 
lingsworth, of the seventeenth dis- 
trict. This is the third year these 
bille have been brought before the 
legislature. 

Appointments Considered. 


At a short executive session the 
senate considered a long list of ap- 
pointments, most of them of a minor 
nature, made by Governor Dorsey 
since the legislature was in ses- 
sion last year. It was announced 
that all the appointments made by 
the governor were. confirmed. 

A bill providing for the creation 
of the new county of Peach was 
introduced. This bill provides that 
the new county shall be created out 
of parts of Houston and Macon 
counties. It was introduced last 
vear and wae the only new county 
bill which was not successful in 
new county legislation. 

First Reading. 


All bills introduced in 
ate were brought up for their first 
reading. No committees have been 
appointed yet but bills were. refer- 
red to the particular 
authorized to handle them. Presi- 
dent Clay, of the senate, will have 
his. cimmittee appointments ready 
for announcement Tuesday. 

The senate Friday received a 
message from Governor Dorsey re- 
lating to the disposition of the gov- 
ernor’s mansion. The message was 
the same as the one sent to the 
houge in whicn the present g£ov- 
ernor recommends tnat the mansion 
be sold and the proceeds be used 
to build an annex to the capitol 
and for other state purposes.

The co-operative committee, a 
body of r-presentatives from pr«r- 


ization in the city, will arrange 
public forums for the discussion of 
a revision of the present city char- 
ter to fit present-day needs.

SIMS REPRIMANDED 
FOR LONDON SPEECH 


Continued from First Page. 


in the following paragraph from 
your letter (referring to Secretary 
Denby’s letter quoting the accounts 
of the speech printed in American 
newspapers): ‘We have a class of 
people on the other side who are 
technically Americans, some of 
them born there, some naturalized. 
They are at war against America 
today and at war against you. The 
simple truth is they have the blood 
of American and English boys on 
their hands.’ 

“In no part of my speech did I 
make any such statement as that 
just quoted above. My reference 
was to the Sinn Fein faction of the 
Irish people who fought us during 
the war and to the Sinn Feiners in 
America who assisted to fight us 
during the war. The above will 
show the essential difference he- 
tween the two statements. 


Vital Misquotation. 


“Referring to the inclosed copy of 
my speech, I quote as follows: 

“‘l have never hesitated to say 
that the Sinn Fein sympathizers in 
America, who helped the Sinn Fein- 
ers in Ireland to fight the allies dur- 
ing the war, had the blood of Eng- 
lish and American boys on their 
hands.’ 

“The above ig the vital misquota- 
tion that was made on this side; 
and as far as I have been able to 
judge from the comments in the 
press, it is the misquotation which 
has naturally caused so much dis- 
cussion. 

“In essential connection with the 
above, I beg-to invite attention to 
the fact that upon no occasion have 
lf ever made any attack against the 
Irish people in Ireland or the Irish 
in America, though it is constantly 
stated in the press that I have done 
so. On the contrary, in everything 
that I have written on the subject, 
and in every phase that I have said, 
I have taken particular pains spe- 
cifically to state my admiration for 
the Irish people and their conduct 
toward my forces during the war. 
A reference to my book ‘The Victory 
at Sea,’ will show the terms in which 
I referred to the kindly treatment 
we received from the Irish in Ire- 
land.

Previous Indiscretion. 

After quoting from Sims’ remarks, 
the secretary continued: 

“The department insists on main- 
taining both the precedent and the 
propriety which forbid a govern- 
ment servant of your position dis- 
cussing such matters in a foreign 
country.” 

Tenby also referred to the ad- 
miral’s previous indiscretion. 

“That the impropriety of such 
public utterances has once before 
been brought to your attention,” 
the secretary said, “is shown by the 
fact that a public reprimand was 
administered to you in 1911 for 
making the following statement in 
a public speech in London: 

“If the time ever comes when 
the British empire is seriously men- 
aced by the external enemy, it is 
iny Opinion that vou may count up- 
on every man, every dollar, every 


i drop of blood of your kindred across 


the sea. 
“Action Unavotdable. 


“In the reprimand above mention- 
ed the duties and responsibilities 
of officers of the navy who speak 
in public were clearly and fully set 
forth. Your remarks on the occa- 
sion now under discussion, there- 
fore, constitute a flagrant and de- 
liberate disregard of specific in- 
structions.”’ 

Secretary Denby added that 2 
navy department was “not unmind- 
ful of your record and achievements 
as an officer of the navy, but the 
conspicuous position you now hold, 
coupled with the fact that you have 
previously offended in a_ simitar 
manner, merely serves to add to the 
gravity of the present offenses.” 

The department deplored that it 
was necessary to rebuke a flag cffi- 
cer in public, Denby said, adding 
“but you have made such action 
unavoidable.” 

Then followed the paragraph con- 
taining the reprimand. which will 


be issued in regular orders going to 
all branches of the navy.

GOVERNOR.-LEGISLATORS 
“GOD’S’ MINISTERS” 


All Georgia Qalled to Unite in Faith and Prayer in 
Support of New Administration. 


(The following is issued by the 
committee on church co-operation.) 

“They are God's ministers.” 

Governor Hardwick and the new- 
ly-elected legislature of Georgia 
would be so described by Paul. 
Writing nineteen centuries ago, Fau! 
Saw more than a clergyman when 
he used the word “minister.” The 
apostle made it clear in his letter 
to the Christians of Rome that all 
to whom government is entrusted 
are “ministers” or servants of Gad. 

Our governor and lawmakers, 
whether or not we as individuals 
voted for any one or all of them. are 
“God's ministers.” 

That thought, the committee on 
church co-operation feels, sfould be 
uppermost in the minds of the peo- 
ple of Georgia during these days, 
when a new governor and legisla- 
ture are taking up and carrying 
forward the government of Georgia. 

These men, representing us and 
speaking as “God’s ministers,” will 
be making laws and determining 
policies which will effect not orly 
the welfare and “happiness of our 
people, but also the relationship of 
every Georgian with the outside 
world. They will determine, to a 
large extent, the way in which 
Georgia will bear her share of the 
burden resting upon the shoulders 
of all humanity. 

Problems Before Us. 

The world faces a crisis. Georgia 
is confronted by problems that per- 
plex the wisest. In such an hour 
every Georgian is called to support 
the men whom the majority of 
Georgians have placed in office. We 
should have faith in them. We 
should give them. both trust and 
sympathy in the work which lies 
before them not only as our repre- 
sentatives, but as “God’s ministers.” 
At every service of every church in 
Georgia prayer should go up to God 
for His guidance of these men. 

No follower of Christ should for- 
get to pray, morning and evening, 
that during that day God’s Spirit of 
Truth will reveal to every member 
of the legislature and the governor 
of Georgia the trap which design- 
ing evil y x set for them and guide 
them in €h 
peace, prosperity and happiness for 
our people. 

These men must deal with 
finances of Georgia, taxation which 
touches every home. The training 
of our children will be in their 
hands when they come to legisla- 
tion touching education. And _ the 
question of race relations, lynching, 
will be before them. With this ques- 


tion must go the question of labor | 


for our farms and the handling of 
that labor to safeguard the welfare 
of all Georgia. 


Our Prosperity. 


The basis of Georgia’s wealth is 
agriculture. Our products from our 
farms have amounted to as much as 
$725,000,000 in a year. 
muéft have labor to continue an‘ in- 
crease this yield. That labor must 
be dependable. 

Our farms must have protection. 
Women and children upon them 
must be safe from harm at all 
hours of the night and day. 

The last meeting of the commit- 
tee on church co-operation was 
Ziven to a discussion of these sub- 
jects in connection with the outgo- 
ing and incoming administration. 
The members of the committee are 
hoping and believing that these 
matters, vital to the welfare of all 
xeorgia will be handled during the 
coming weeks without regard to po- 
litical differences or position. 

Other governors have called at- 
tention to the lynching evil. Gover- 
nor Dorsey, who cn Saturday, t'irns 
over the reins of government to 
Governor Hardwick, has raised the 
whole question of race relations. 

First and foremost Governor Dor- 
sey has stressed the need of re- 
ligious training and education. This 
must appealtothose who hold that 
the best way in which to stop 
lynching is to put an end to the 
crime or crimes that cause it. 
Proper training and teaching will 
do more than all of the laws that 
have been made or that may be en- 
acted to put a stop to crime. 


Moreover, education is the gsolu- 


tion for the farm labor problem. The | 


negro, who is taught that a con- 
tract made must be carried out, 
will as a laborer on the farm. be 
worth a hundred per cent more than 
the one who is left to learn this 
truth by chance and fear. 


Back of Education. 


But back of education must be the 
strong arm of the law. A state 
constabulary such as they have in 
Texas, Pennsylvania, New York and 
Canada, would go far toward pie- 
serving law and order throughout 
the length and breadth of Georgia. 

Kentucky and South Cagolina 
have gone far in putting a stop to 
lynching. Kentucky has a Jaw that 
practically automatically remcves 
from office the public official from 
whom a prisoner is taken and 
lynched. The officer can regain his 
office and.the right to hold office 
only by convincing the governor 
that he, the officer, did all that was 
humanly possible to protect his nris- 
oner. The South Carolina law pro- 
vides that the family of a prisoner 
lynched may recover $2,000 damages 
from the county in which the lynch- 
ing occurs without proving special 
Or actuai damage by the killing. 
These two laws in those states are 
said to have reduced lynching to a 
minimum. Would such laws accom- 
plish good in Georgia? 

God Over All. 


These problems do not rest alone 
upon the shoulders of Governor 
Hardwick and the newly-elected 
legislature. They should be upon 
the hearts of every man and wom- 
an in Georgia.

tive of the state, and it is virtually 
certain that Governor Hugh M. Dor- 
sey will go down in the state’s his- 
tory as the last occupant of that. 
residence. 

Governor Dorsey has completed 
moving to his summer home on Wa- 
ter Works road and Governor-elect 
Thomas W. Hardwick has announc- 
ed definitely that he will not live 
at the mansion because of its dilapi- | 


dated and dangerous condition. The 
future of the property, which is 
One of the most valuable pieces of 
real eState in Atlanta, is une¢er- 
tain. 

Governor Dorsey will remain dur- 
ing the summer at his home on 
Water Works road awaiting: com- 
pletion of his new residence on 
Wesley road between Peachtree 
road and Habersham road which 
is now under construction. it is 
expected his new home will be com- 
pieted November 1. The governor's 
mansion is now closedawaiting some 
plan for its use which will be adopt- 
ed by the legislature. 


Built Many Years Ago. 


Built during the turbulent and 
soul stirring days of reconstruction, 
occupied for the first time after the 
State purchased it by a “carpet hag 
governor” and serving thereafter as 
the home of the illustfious line of 
Georgia executives ever since its pur- 
chase, the historic mansion is link-

ed indissolubly with the political 
and social history of Georgia for 
half a century. 

Within its historic walls the des- 
tinies of a people have been shaped. 
In its spacious rooms the beauty 
and chivalry of two generations 
have graced its floors. At its hos- 
pitable table the most distinguished 
and honored sons of the land have 
feasted and within its doors some 
of the greatest policies of a great 
state have been dictated. 

Erected as the shadows were lift- 
ing from the darkness of the inter- 
necine war days the historic mian- 
sion rose to its full splendor as the 
south came out of the sufferings 
and sorrows of the war between 
the states and entered that period 
of reconstruction and re-building 
which has never been Surpassed in 
the world’s history. The mansion 
is symbolic of the era of post bel- 
lum progress and as it is abandoned 
now, probably forever as a gover- 
nor’s home, it remains a symbol 
of the end of one epoch in the state’s 
history and the beginning of a new. 


Built as Private Home, 


The governor’s mansion was not 
Originally built for that purpose. 
It was built as a private residence 
by the late John H. James, a prom- 
inént Georgia banker and capital- 
ist, in 1869. The house was consid- 
ered as a palace and people cams 
from distant points to view it. When 
the fight to remove the capital 
from Milledgeville to Atlanta was 
at its height the city of Atlanta, 
through a-resolution presented to 
council by Richard Peters, agreed 
to present the state with a site for 
the capitol and also to furnish a 
home for the governor. 

This offer was not accepted at 
the time. After being governed for 
several years by a military gover- 
nor, among the last of whom was 
General Meade, the state had elected 
a-civil governor. Rufus B. Bullock 
was the first civil governor elected 
after the war between the states, 
and it was during his administra- 
tion that the James place was pur- 
chased. Governor Bullock was a 
member of the “carpet bag” regime 
and he came intq office just after 
the state had agreed to ratify the 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendmertts to the constitution. 
Governor Bullock, on October 27, 
1870, approved a resolution of the 
Zeneral assembly providing for the 
urchase of the James place for 
100,000 in 7 per cent state bonds 
to be paid in twenty years. 

The residence was purchased by 
the state shortly after the capital 
had been moved from Milledgeville 


and at about the same time the state 
houeht the old Kimhall theater, at 


Ssyth streets, to be used as a state- 
heuse. The Transportation building 
now ig on this site. Mr. James, 
after selling his residence, built an- 
other handsome home at the corner 
of Peachtree and Ellis streets. This 
was afterwards sold to the Capital 
City club and was occupied by that 
club until it purchased its present 
site. , 

First to Live There. 

Governor Bullock. was the first 
Georgia governor to live in the 
mansion. 

Governor Bullock did not live long 
in the mansion. When such lead- 
ers at Howell Cobb, Robert Toombs 
took up the 
fight against ‘carpet bag” rule, 
with John B. Gordon as a gubernato- 
rial candidate, the fightthat was ul- 
timately to restore the Georgia peo- 
ple to power was started. Although 
he was able to get re-elected gov- 
ernor through the vote of negroes 
and through the use of federal bay- 
onets, Governor Bullock was not 
able to control his legislature. He 
was forced to flee from the coun- 
try after being accused of embez- 
zliement in connection with the sale 
of some bonds. He was brought 
back to Georgia later and» was tried 
and acquitted. 

After the flight of Governor Bul- 
lock in 1871 Benjamin Conley, presi- 
dent of the senate, occupied the 
mansion and acted as governor uatil 
the election of James M. Smith in 
1872. Alfred H. Colquitt followed 
Governor Smith and in turn was 
succeeded by Alexander H. Stephens, 

During the time that Governor 
Stephens occupied the mansion many 
notable people from all parts of the 
south came to see him at his home. 
As vice president of the confederate 
states he had won many friends in 
all parts of the country and some 
of the greatest men in American 
were visitors while he lived in the 
mansion. 

Boynton iIn Mansion. 


James S. Boynton, president of 
the senate who acted as governor 
during the latter part of Stephens’ 
term, occupied the mansion next 
and was followed by Governor Hen- 
vy D. McDaniel, who lived there un- 
til 1886. 

In 1886 Governor John B. Gor- 
don, noted confederate general and 
one of the leaders of Georgia dur- 
ing reconstruction days, moved in- 
to the mansion. In 18990 Governor 
W. J. Northen oecupied the man- 
sion and was succeeded by Governor 
W. Y. Atkinson in 1894. 

Governor A. D. Candler lived in 
the mansion from 1898 to 1902, when 
he was succeeded by Governor Jos- 
eph M. Terrell, Governor: ‘Hoke 
Smith lived there in 1907 until he 
was defeated by Joseph M. Brown, 
later returning to the mansion after 
the defeat of Mr. Brown. After Gov- 
ernor Smith had been elected sena- 
tor Mr. Brown was again elected 
governor. In 1913 John M. Slaton 
lived in the mansion and was suc- 
ceeded by Governor Nat E. Harris 
who lived there until 1917. Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey moved to 
the mansion in 1917 and has lived 
there until Thursday, June 23, 1921. 

It is probable that Governor Dor- 
sey will go down in history as the 
last governor to live in the historic 
mansion. Its once beautiful halls 
and rooms are dilapidated. Its 
walls are crumbling and the wood 
work is decaying. The old building 
is dinintegrating slowly and its fate 
now rests in the hands of the Geor- 
gia legislature.

Senator C. L. Ridley, of the twen- 
ty-eighth district, is the official 


“lady’s man” of the dignified up- 
per houee. i 

And as such, he has fallen heir 
to Senator Fermor Barrett's toga. 
From now until the end of his 
term—and then on through the 
year—he must champion the rights 
of women to full citizenship on an 
equal basis with mere men. 

One of his first duties will be 
to strike the word “male” from that 
section of the constitution of the 
state which fixes the qualifications 
of citizenship. 

_A bill designed to bring this about 
has been prepared by the senator, 
and although there was vigorous 
opposition to the proposal last year, 
little interference with its passage 
this session is expected, 


“My constituency has directed me, 
Mr. Speaker, to introduce no new 
legislation this year, to kill ail that 
is introduced so far as 1 can, and 
to fight for the repeal of everything 
I gan. Thank you.” 

So replied Representative 
Ficklin, of Wilkison, 
name was called by the clerk Fri- 
day morning when the introduction 
of new bills was in order. 

The house “went wild,” and one 
servant of the “‘good old people of 
Jawjaw.” is reported to have with- 
held a measure providing for the 
censorship of postcards and calen- 
dars.

A veteran law- 
maker and experienced in the meth- 
ods used in the old days of Geor- 
gia’s gZeneral assembly, Mr. Mc- 
Michael is perfectly at ease on the 
floor of the house. 

In adGition to introducing two 
resolutions, one calling for an. in- 
vestigation of each state depart- 
ment, the gentleman from Marion 
advanced a measure providing for 
the reorganization of the _ state 
highway department. 

“You ask what purposes are in 
introducing the two companion bills 
affecting the operation of. the state 
highway department and the dis- 
tribution of the motor vehicle tax 
among the counties of Georgia,” said 
Mr. McMichael last ‘hight. 

“In 1914, by act of the general 
assembly, all motor vehicle taxes 
were distributed among the coun- 
ties upon the basis of post road 
mileage. With this fund supple- 
menting the county tax funds, the 
counties were encouraged to take 
over their quota of convicts, equip 
themselves with suitable machinery 
and begin building good roads in 
Georgia. . 

“TIT grant that In the experimental 
stage of the work many mistakes 
were made, but. the improvement 
gained from the experience was 
wonderful. In 1916, the federal gov- 
ernment passed a law appropriating 
large sums of money to be distrib- 
uted among the _ states for the 
main and specific purpose of build- 
ing and constructing rural post 
roads—keep that classification be- 
fore you. 

“These appropriations,” he con- 
tinued, “were to be made annually 
for a period of five years, 1917-192] 
inclusive. So by the end of the 
vear all federal appropriations will 
have beén used and it is very doubt- 
ful whether the government wil! 
appropriate further funds directly 
to the states.” 

“It was claimed by the advo- 
eates of the present highway law 
that it was necessary in order to 
enable Georgia to meet the de- 
mands of the federal government. 
Upon this argument and upon this 
basis the passage of the Georgia 
Highway law was obtained. 

“Now please bear in mind this 
fact,” he continued. “The federal 
law hasn’t got the word ‘pave’ or 
‘pavement’ in it, but it leaves such 
details to the common sense of 
ona judgment of local authori- 

ies.” 

“Under the Georgia Highway act 
all the motor vehicle tax was turn- 
ed over to the highway commission 
and that commission given authori- 
ty to designate two roads in each 
county and direct the counties how 
they should be worked. 

That law absolutely provides that 
these county-site connecting roads 
Shall be taken over by the state and 
paved with a hard, durable surface 
which will withstand the test of 
heavy trucks. They aré to build no 
other roads until this county-site 
system is completed. 

“In this, what has become of the 
government’s plan to build post 
roads? What has become of the hopes 
of rural population who thought this 
would be done when they saw the 
law passed? 

“The most appalling feature is the 
enormous amount of money spent 
in overhead charges—about $600,000 
in fourteen months? Think of that! 

“It cost to administer the main 
and district offices, $169,305. Sur- 
veys cost $85,000. Plans and esti- 
mates cost $76,000, and $244,000 was 


/paid out in-salaries to supervisors, 


bringing the total to $574,305. 


“Just think of this $244,000 ac- 
count paid to men to boss the job. 
Why, this would employ 100 men 
at $200 per month just to supervise. 

“If the plans continue,” said the 
representative, “as they have be- 
gun, soon a majority of the counties 
will have to surrender their con- 
iviets and then the wealthy locali- 
‘ties will take them and maintain the 
town to town roads, the farmers 
going back to the old-time way of 
plowing and working roads. 

“The people are not at ail pleased, 
The farmer wants some rvads, and 
from now on we propose to take the 
bulk wf this money and construct 
roads from county sites into the 
country districts.

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The Darien-Brunswick bridge, 
which will be opened to the public 
on July 2, is one of the master 
engineering: projects of this decade. 

fIlt ranks second in the south to 
the famous Flagler oversea trestle, 
through the keys of Florida, con- 
necting Key West by rail with the 
’ mainland. 

It is the largest Steel and con- 
crete highway bridge in the south, 
and is a development that is dis- 
tinctly an asset to Georgia, on the 
whole, of inestimable value. 

Incidentally it is an unassailable 
argument in favor of Georgia's ex- 
isting highway organization, and of 
the great value to Georgia of a 
proper utilization of the federal aid, 
made available under Georgia's 
highway laws. 

This bridge, built of steel and 
concrete at a cost approximating 
a half-million dollars, is between 
six and seven miles long, and spans 
four rivers, over two of which, the 
Altantaha and the South Altamaha, 
there are steel draws to admit of the

Kditor Constitution: When 
reads in the news items of three 
consecutive days accounts of an 
equal number of lynchings in the 
south and at the same time searches 
the editorials of our Georgia papers 
for some word of protest and 
searches in vain—one wenders 
whether the writers of the north 
are too optimistic and complimen- 
tary when they afflim that southern 
lynchings are the work of a small 
minority and are-condemned by the 
best sentiment in the south. 

I believe, however, that they are 
right; and as a southerner I wish 
to voice what I believe is the con- 
viction of the large majority of true 
southerners—that these lynchings 
are a blot on the fair name of the 
land we love, ‘are a curse to our 
moral life, are a crime against civil- 
ization. Because I am of the south 
and love the south, I want to see 
the south repudiate such primitive 
and barbarous methods of dealing 
with crime. 

The lynching of Williams, at Au- 
treyville, should eerve to wake us 
up to the futility of using methods 
Which civilization has long since 
discarded. The red men, who went 
naked through our forests before 
the appearance of the civilized Eu-

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| Australian System of V 
Finds Favor in the Assembly 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON ~ 
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The Georgia legislature will take 
a forward step if it adopts the Aus- 
tralian ballot . system. | 

Bills te that effect were intro- 
duced yesterday by Speaker Cecil 
Neill, in the house, and by Senator 
John H. Jones, of the thirty-seventh 
district. | 

Representative Neill, who is the 
author of the Georgia primary law, 
has been working to this end for 
several years. 

Senator Jones made his campaign 
on this issue and won by a hand- 
some majority. 

There is a strong sentiment in 
both houses in favor of the Aus- 
tralian system, which merely pro- 
tects the secrecy and purity of the 
ballot, and it is confidently believed 
the advanced step may be definitely 
taken at this session.’

The Australian system, in short, 
provides that at any election, 
whether general, special or primary, 


state, courty, municipal, city, town 
or Village, it shall be the joint duty 
of the board of registrars of each 
county, at the expense of the coun- 
ty, or, in a case of a purely munici- 
pal election, at the expense of the 
municipality, to provide at each 
pclling place, a private booth or an 
enclosure with such compartments 
therein as may be necessary to ac- 
commodate the persons quaHfied to 
vote and shall furnish each booth or 
compartment with a shelf or table 
for the convenience of the electors 
in the preparation of their ballots. 
Each booth or compartment is to 
be so arranged that it will be im- 
possible for one elector at a 6helf 
or table in one compartment, or 
any one else, to sea an elector, at 
a shelf or table in another com- 
partment, in the act of marking his 
ballot. 
Features of System. 

In all primary elections the 
county or city executive commit- 
tee. Or other party authority, must 
provide official ballots with the 
names of all candidates, who have 
properly qualified, printed thereon; 
such names to be arranged in alpha- 
betical order as to candidates for 
the game office: the ballots to be 
numbered consecutively and bound 
together in blocks or pads, in such 
manner that each ballot may be 
detached and removed separately. 


Each ballot will have attached at 
the top thereof a stub, which may 


be easily detached, with a blank 
space for the name bf the voter, and 
printed thereon a letter -of the 
alphabet or some other designation, 
and a number, and the same desig- 
nation and number js printed on 
the ballot itself: but a different 
designation or letter is to be printed 
on the ballots used at the various 
polling places, so that the ballots 
at no two polling places in the same 
county may bear the same designa-

tion, and so that all the ballots may 
be so arranged that the printed 
designation and number on the stub | 
and on the ballot may appear on the; 
reverse side of the ballot, 60 that 
the voter, after he has prepared his

features of the Australian system 


is that only One voter may be al- 
lowed in a compartment at a time, 
and immediately upon entering the 
booth the voter must procure a bal- 
lot from the managers, immediately 
prepare, vote the same and retire.

to the voter to ascertain that he is

unable to prepare his ballot, may 
have the assistance of any two man- 
agers jointly, and not separately, 
in the preparation of his ballot. 

No voter may at any time take 
or remove any ticket or ballot from 


the booth or compartment. The 
managers will preserve such written 
oaths or affidavits, and return them 
with the other election papers to ihe 
proper officials. 
Violations Penalized. 
Under this system also it is made 


unlawful for any election official, 


‘or party authority to deliver any 


ballot or ticket to any person other 
than a duly appointed manager or 
clerk of the election: and it shal! 
be unlawful for any manager, clerk 
or other election official to deliver 
any ballot or ticket to any person 
other than a qualified voter or eler- 
tor, and not toe him until he applies 
for one at the proper voting plage 
for the purpose of voting. 

In this respect the system may 
seem rigid, but nothing is too rin@d 
where simple, to promote the purity 
of the ballot, and experience has 
taught that the Australian system 
is the most eificient system ever 
adopted to that end. 

The system further provides that 
no ballots shall be used except the 


official ballots provided for by the 
law, and that no person on the 
outside of the voting booth sha!! 
in any manner, even by gesture, 
eeek to influence or interfere with 
the voter in the booth.

The 
idea is un-American, revolting, contrary to 
our national ideals and devoid of healthy 
sentiment.

When it is spent, what 
then? But the $300 per man would burden 
the government at a time when economy 
ia essential to the itmmediate and future 
prosperity of this country. 

If there must be compensation, then I 
pray that it may come in the form of some- 
thing which will last longer than a sec- 
on_d-hand automobile, a few taxi rides, a 
wild party end the choicest cuts of haber- 
dashery. I write advisedly and with some 
understanding. 

I contend that congress is disposed to take 
good care of the disabled ex-service man. 
Much has already been done. More—a great 
deal more—will be provided immediately 
that the present congressional investiga- 
tion is finished. The 150 rehabilitation 
students at Tech offer convincing evidence 
that the United States ig not neglecting 
her wounded soldiers.

I do not envy them their rec- 
ords nor am I beset with any curiosity. It 
is simply my privilege to wear one ailver 
and five bronze stars, 

I don’t wish fo be forced Into a position 
where I may have to say or write more 
concerning the bonus or the petition. I 
have written enongh already—perhapa too 
much. But it must be understood that I 
have nothing against the ex-service man. He 
may regard me as his true friend, ready 
end willing to help him as far as I can 
and whenever I can, but he and I may never 
agree on the cash bonus. This should not 
spoil our friendship, however.

The opinion which was rendered the gov- 
ernor by Mr. Wright, at the governor's re- 
quest, tollows: 
hion. Hugh M. Dorsey, Governor, State Cap- 

itol. 

My Dear Sir: Complying with your verbal 
request for an opinion as to your author- 
ity over solicitors-general, and as to your 
duty, particularly with refeence to complaint 
made by Mr. Chambers to you, in his letter 
of June .24d, and as to your authority over 
matters of impeachment £& Deg to say: 

The governor of the state of Georgia has 
no authority of removal over the solicitors- 
general of the _ state. Such removal can 
only be effected by impeachment procecd- 
ings. 

‘The of 
solely, under the constitution of Georgia, 
in the general assembly, and, under the 
constitution, neither the executive nor the 
judicial branch of the staté government have 
any authority, other than the chief justice 
of the supreme court, who is required to 
preside at such unpeachment trial. 

It is true that the governor of the state 
of Georgia is the chief executive of the 
state, and it igs made his duty to sce that 
the laws of the state are enforced impar- 
tinlly by the officers of the state. It Is 
not, however, made his duty to prefer im- 
peachment charges against any person or of- 
ficer before the general assembly. Thoth 
I am of the opinion that he would have 
the right to do so if, after investigation 
of the facts, he sees proper to recommend 
such impeachment action upon part of the 
general assembly. Said recommendation 
should based only upon an impartial 
investigation, and shonld be predicated only 
upon facts which, in the opinion of the ex- 
ecutive, demanded such action upon the part 
of the general assembly in the enforcement 
of the law. - 

The letter of Mr. Chambers deals solely 
with the question of the impeachment of the 
solicitor-general, and, as stated above, the 
general assembly has exclusive jurisdiction 
of this matter. TI am of the opinion that 
you have no jurisdiction or authority in this 
matter, unless, after an impartial investi- 
gation on your part, or all the facts 
cirgumstances presented in the matter you 
deem it to be your duty, as chief execn- 
tive of the state, to lay the matter before 
the general assembly for its action, Such 
action on your part should not be_ based 
upon ex parte complaints, and the dignity 
that such action would receive by the fact 
that it came from the office of the chief 
executive, in my opinion, would demand a 
careful investigation of all the facts before 
such action should be taken by you. 

I trust. dear sir, I have covered the mat- 
ter submitted fully, and beg to remain, yours

of the witnesses on whose testimony the 
charge against him is founded; shall have 
compulsory process to obtain the testimony 
of his own witnesses; shall be confronted 
with the witnesses testifying against him; 
shall have a public and speedy trial Dy an 
impartial jury.’ 

‘“‘The laws of Georgia prescribe the du- 
ties of the solicitor-general, and his oath 
of office requires him to uphoid the state, 
defend the constitution and prosecute crimi- 
nals, but see that every person charged 
with a violation of the law gets a square 
deal, and a trial before an impartial jury. 
This oath be has repeatedly violated. 

Influenced Public. 

‘3. For the first time in the history of 
Georgia a solicitor-general has left the 
eourt room, entered the public forum, made 
speeches before public assemblies denounc- 
ing men whom he had not even been able 
to indict, and others~- whose indictments 
were pending, but who had not been tried. 
His sole and only purpose in so doing was 
his desire to inflame public sentiment, 
“pip it into a frenzy, and make it impos- 
sible for any one coming under his own 
displeasure to receive justice or fair treat- 
ment. To this end he also caused inter- 
views to be given and published fn the 
newspapers of Atlanta, thereby adding to 
the general inflammation of public senti- 
ment. Many of the auditors at the meet- 
ings held and addressed by him, and many 
of the readers of the reports given to the 
papers, which were in many cases entirely 
false and in many others greaty ex&ggerat- 
ed, were prospective jurors, grand or petit, 
and when they were so inflamed by these 
outrageous and improperly circulated charges 
it became an impossibility for them to ren- 
der impartial service, but they were neces- 
sarily influenced in their opinions, conclu- 
sions and conduct by these false and slander- 
ous statements, and at the time he was 
making these inflammatory address the jail 
was full of prisoners awniting trial. These 
things constinted a violation of his duty 
and amount to conduct unbecoming an of- 
ficial and is an impeachable offense. 

Publishes Interviews. 

‘4. In furtherance of his general scheme 
of slander and misrepresentation he caused 
interviews to be published in the news- 
papers offering general immunity to all 
crooks who woulfl appear and testify against 
police officers,~ and allowed these _ inter- 
views to stand unchanged and unchallenged 
for more than three months after publica- 
tion without any suggestions of same being 
incorrect or misleading. The general effect 
was to bring about a large number of false 
and fraudulent charges against officers of 
the law, and a general commission of the 
crime of perjury. This is also an impeach- 
able offense. 

“5. In addition to these general charges, 
the said John A. Boykin is guilty of spe- 
cific criminal offenses so denounced in the 
criminal code of the state. A few of them 
will be enumerated, and there aré many 
more which can be discovered by a perusal 
and investigation of the records of the 
criminal branch of the superior court of 
Tulton county. é

_ ““Attention is called to the case of Harry 
Sharpton, who was arrested, charged with 
burglarizing the store or place of business 
of L. J. Perkerson, on Whitehall street, in 
the: city of Atlanta. <A large quantity of 
the goods taken by the burglar were re- 
covered. City Detectives Cowan and Gil- 
lesple investigated the case, recovered the 
goods and apprehended the culprit. The 
recorder bound him over. He was indicted 
by the grand jury. Without consultation 
with the prosecutor or the officers, and 
without the knowledge on the part of either 
any of them, the solicitor-general per- 
mitted a plea of guilty of a misdemeanor 
to be entered, and the court to impose 
a fine of only $350 in this case. This de- 
fendant has since committed another crime 
and is now a fugitive from justice. 
Moyne Case. 

“In 1917 City Detective (afterwards Chief) 
Gcorge C. Dullard caused to be apprehended 
and returned to Atlanta from Detroit, Mich., 
a bunco operator named Fred Moyne, alias 
Costello, who was indicted for robbing a 
man named Hawks of the sum of $2,630. 
He was put under a $5,000 bond, which 
was afterwards reduced to $2.000. On July 
6 or 7, 1917, bond was given. This bond was 
forfeited on or about September 15, 1917, 
the said John A. Boykin accepted $800 in 
eish in full settlement of the same, before 
judgment absolute had ever been entered. 
This was done by the solicitor-general after 
ne had been told that with his consent the 
prisoner, while still in jail, would restore 
the larger amount of the money so stolen 
from Hawks, if permitted tod do so. This 
permission was withheld, and the &800 paid 
the solicitor-general instead. The vietim, 
Hawks, died three months Jater. a. pauper 
At the Grady hospital in the city of At- 
lanta.

On the 15th he was 
bound over for stealing an antomobile un- 
der a $5,000 bond. On the 18th he was 
indicted by the grand jury of Fulton county 
and his bond placed at $5.009, on the 21st 
h- was indicted again and the other bond 
fixed at $5,000, on the 245th John RoY- 
kin sent an order to the sheriff to accept 
a bond for £2,000 and release the prisoner. 
This was done, and the latter immediately 
left the city, although at the time he was 
wanted for another auto theft in Georgia, 
and for stealing automobiles in other states. 
On Mareh 81, only 17 days after his ar- 
rest, Pafford, or Page’s, bond was forfeited, 
a scire facias issned on the same day, scttle- 
ment of the same was made with John A. 
Boykin for the sum of $1,000, whieh was 
exactly one-half of the face of the bond. 
The first knowledge the auto owner and 
prosecutor had of the rediiced bond was 
when it wae called fer forfeiture, 
“Only Sample Cases.’’ 

“These cases Were among instances Jn 
which Boykin permitted criminals to escape 
for a monetary consideration paid him. 
These are only sample cases. There are 
many others in which like action has heen 
taken. These things are in open. flagrant 
violation of the law. The constitution of 
the state expressiv provides that the same 
eannot be done even by the legislature, and 
the eourts have had no such authority at 
any time. These settlements were made jn 
the absence of the principals and at times 
when the law said they could not be made, 
and were made for a monetary considera- 
tion flowing to the solicitor-general. and. 
after agreement previously made with him, 
evidentiv by the criminals or their counsel. 
us no order was ever given for the rearrest 
of the defendants, so far as can be found 
from the records.

“The action of the solicitor-zeneral in | 
this matter were upjustifiable and he should, 
be impeached for his conduct therein. He, 
was charged through the press with his; 
reprehensible cunduct in this matter, and! 
he gave out an interview In which he stated 
that Woodward and Allen were the guests 
of Ward, and that Ward took the full 
responsibility upon himself and that the 
indictments were thereupon nolle prossed as 
to Woodward and Allen. 

“When the absurdity of this position be. 
came apparent, he was called upon to and 
did produce at the hearing before the coun- 
cilmanic investigating committee appointed 
to investigate charges against officers the 
unentered accusations showing nothing had 
ever been done with them. On the con- 
trary, he was proven a liar as to the nolle 
prosqueing by the records of the sheriff's 
office showing that on June 10, 1920, Sid 
Allen was surrendered in the case by his 
surety and made new bond, which was later, 
oun August W&, 1920, also canceled by the 
new surety surrendering him in the same 
casc, and he again made bond. All these 
things occurred after April 22, which was 
the day Ewing took charge of Boykin’s of- 
fice and retained control until he had suc- 
ceeded in getting his clients released. 

‘‘These are only a few of the cases which 
have arisen and in which the solicitor-gen- 
eral of the Atlanta circuit has committed 
crimes for money paid him whether under 
the guise of law or not. He has settled 
case after case and bond after bond for 
less than the face value and in the absence 
of the pirncipal of the bond, who was no: 
‘apprehended and in the custody of the 
proper officer.” In eacn of these cases he 
conunitted a felony, as shown by code sec- 
tion 284, and for which he should be im- 
peached as well as otherwise punished. 

Cites Many Cases. 

“5. Boykin has further protected the 
criminal element represented by his former 
associate and employee, Joseph O. Ewing, 
who was attorney for Floyd Woodward, 
especially Woodward and his interests. In 
1919, one Ed Mills was killed im the city 
of Atlanta, and Woodward surrendered 
himself to the police and confessed to the 
killing of Mills. He was present at the 
coroner’s inquest when a verdict was re- 
turned by a jury finding that he was justi- 
fied in the homicide. This verdict was not 
satisfactory to the coroner, who went to 
the solicitor-general and asked him to have 
the. matter presented to the grand jury. 
This Boykin refused to do. He was also 
asked by Chief Foole, of the Atlanta de- 
tective department, to have the matter in- 
vestigated by the grand jury, and again re- 
fused. He was asked by City Detectives 
Sturdivant and Campbell to have the mat- 
ter presented to the grand jury, and again 
refused. He was asked by one or more 
other citizens to have the matter acted upon 
by the grand jury, and again refused. All 
these requests were made within a few 
days after the verdict of the coroner’s jury. 

Broke With Woodward. 

“6 Later on, after he had decided to 
break with Woodward, Boykin had the grand 
jury, at the November term, 1920, more than 
eighteen months after the killing of Mills, 
to go into the matter and return an Iindict- 
ment against Woodward for the killing of 
Mills. This looks suspiciously like he was 
trving to drive Woodward away from this 
community and not allow him to return, 
rather than endeavoring to apprehend him 
and prosecute him as he tried to make it 
appear. This is the more apparent when 
it is remembered that Boykin called upon 
the newspapers to send reporters to £0 
with him on his raid, and gave out state 
ments to the effect that he was after the 
crooks and intended to drive them out of 
town, thus serving them with notice that 
they had bettcr get away and not be at 
home when he made his raids, which most 
of them promptly did. 

“7 JTtoykin’s whole proceedings have been 
hypocritical. He has posea as being desir- 
ous of avoiding publicity, but never omit- 
ted having the papers notified when he had 
anything to do or say. He has employed 
numbers of crooks to do his dirty work, and 
has brow-heaten witnesses before the grand 
jury, whether they were men or women, 
He has distorted facts and circulated lies, 
He has denounced men who did not agree 
with him, and has tried to indict every man 
who has dared to oppose his arbitrary pro- 
cedure. He has continuously posed as a para- 
von of purity, when he had men working for 
him who hare: but recently been in the 
chaingang or penitentiary, and some of 
whom should be there now. He has offered 
immunity to crooks to secure testimony that 
was false, and has had indictments brought 
agninst men upon testimony that he ‘knew 
he could not sustain. He has had one city 
officer appear to be indicted when nelther 
he nor the foreman of the grand inury signed 
the bill. He has indicted a whole lot of 
men, and one by one has turned them loose 
for various reasons. He had one Swifty 
Kline indicted and put in jail, where he 
was held in leu of a $25,000 bond. Swifty 
made the statement abont Wednesday be- 
fore his release that if he was not ont of 
inil by Saturdav he would ‘spill the beans,’ 
or words to that effect. On Friday one 
Rert Donaldson and some other man from 
Rovkin’s office went to the office of attor- 
neys for Swifty, where they remained while 
a petition for the reduction of the bond 
was drawn, and then when if was pre- 
sented to the judge the — solicitor-reneral 
consented that it be reduced to $5,000.

“2 An additional instance of the evident 
frame-up which Bovlkin has pernetrated 
was shown in the trial of Mark Tillery on 
the 29d instant in Fulton superior eoirt. In 
that ease the alleged victim and princfpal 
witness was taken in charge bv Bert 
Donaldson, the same man who sat with the 
counsel for Swifty Kline when the petition 
for reduced bond was prepared.

He is 
now chief expert for Boykin in his charges 
against the police. This witness, Nations, 
was induced to make affidavits and give 
other testimony at ex parte hearings iden- 
tifvying Mark Tillerv as one of the men 
who fleeced him. When subjected to cross- 
examination this witness not only failed to 
idenflfy Tillery, but outlined a scheme of 
Donaldson's by which Donaldson was to 
pont out the man to he identified by Na- 
tions and by use of preconcerted signals 
‘sneceeded in getting Nations to comply 
with his wishes and identify Tillery. At the 
eame time Nations testified that Boykin told 
him that if he, Nations, wonld testify 
against Tillery. the losses he had sustained 
would he repaid him. This testimony re- 
sulted in the’ acquittal of Tillery. 

Defendants Released. 

“Tovkin has spent thousands of dollars

1920, Flord Woodward was 
beund over from the recorder’s conrt of the 
city of Atlanta. together with two other 
men, charged with having whisky in his 
nossession. He had been caught red-handed 
br two police officers of the citr, Donehoo 
and Wallace, with two suit cases of whisky 
in his possession, and he was bound over 
to the grand jury. RBorkin did not allow 
the erand jury to pass on the question at 
all. He allowed Josenh O. Ewing. attorney 
for the defendants, to ego into his office, 
sit down at his typewriter, draw accnaations 
against his, Ewine’s own clients, send them 
in to a branch of the snperior court where 
a judge from another circuit was presiding 
and have if so manipulated as to allow one 
Ward, a stool pigeon, to plead guilty, and, 
hy soppressing some of the facts, have a 
fine imposed on Ward, making no disposi- 
tion of the other. .casea which were against 
Woodward and Sid Allen. The acensations 
ngainst these latter two were never sent 
to the clerk to he entered on the docket. but 
were kept by the solicitor in his own office. 
have no numbers on them. nor any entry 
on the minutes, ete., showing their return. 
The effect of this was to withhold from 
the errand jury papers sent there hy the 
recorder’s court of Aftitanta. in accordance 
with Iaw, and to protect Flord Woodward 
from the consequences of his crime. At the 
same time, the car  {n which -Woodward 
and Allen were hanling the whisky was sold 
rnder lecal nrocess and the funds realized 
from the same distributed in the manner 
rrovided by the prohibition law of the atate. 
The car was sold as the property of J. C. 
McBride, who was at that time the partner 
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‘‘Neal McDongald was released without 
trial. George Loyd's case was nolle pross- 
ed. Mark Tillery was acquitted. Swifty 
Kline was allowed to go on small bond; als» 
Slim Dunning, ard so on through the list. 

‘In other words, Boykin set ont to 
slander Atlanta, break down the police de- 
partment, destroy the character of men and 
officers, and to accomplish these base 
purposes he has used every crooked art and 
artifice that the criminal brain of Bert 
Donaldson and many other men connected 
directly or by indirection with the criminal 
element could suggest or devise. And with 
all these agencies at his command, with the 
support of a large element of the citizens 
given without question or inquiry, with the 
widest and most flattering publicity. with 
an enormous slush fund paid by hundreds 
of people, with the good wishes of every 
law-abiding man or woman for his success 
in lessening crime and punishing criminals, 
he has made a complete failure. Why? 
He- is either incompetent, there has been 
no such reign of crime as charged, or 
toykin did not desire to catch and punish 
the criminals, but only to be rid of them 
hecanse they were no longer useful to him, 
but had now become a source of menace to 
him and he desired to drive them away from 
this city. 

Questions Solicitor’s Sincerity. 

“T have waited for him to have ample 
time to develop his casea before bringing 
this matter to your attention, as I desire 
the criminal element punished. 

‘9. It would appear from all these fects 
and circumstances that the aforesaid John 
A. Boykin is not only himself committing 
crimes for the revenue he derives from the 
same, but also that he has protected crimi- 
nals by his own official course. He has 
made a reat to do about running down the 
hunco game, and yet he has not been sin- 
cere In that. He has been more interested 
in trying to break down the law-enforeing 
agencies of the city of Atlanta than he has 
in suppreasing crime or enforcing the law. 

“The only effect of this course has heen 
to wrocure perjury and he is therefore 
guilty of subornation of perjury. 

‘10. In these crimes he has committed : 
and other outrageous conduct, he has been 
guilty of, the said @ykin has been 
eoparentliy inspired by two motives, one 
the ‘filthy lucre’ he received as the price

In this iatter ambition | 
and desire he has bad the unstinted support 
and backing of his kinsman and friend, 
the able editor of The Atlanta Constitution, 
which has given full meed of praise and 
lent every energy and influence it could 
bring to bear, to the efforts to arouse the 
sentiment of the city and make it dancer- 
ous for any one to oppose Boykin’s schemes, 
To accomplish this purpose, it appears that 
the said Atlanta Constitution did not pub- 
lish fair and unbiased reports of the ft sti- 
mony delivered at the councilmanic hear- 
ing ,but gave only garbled accounts and 
such misinterpretations of the testimony as 
would amount to a suppression of the truth, 
whi as to Boykin such favorable distor- 
tion* of the same as would apparently re- 
flect credit upon his courage. 
Abe Powers’ Case. 

‘11. So far as I am personally concerned, | 
I have no more interest-in this matter, at 
this time, than any other citizen of Fulton 
county. I was a member of the board of 
police commissionerse when Boykin took 
charge of Abe Powers, who had been appre 
hended by the efforts and plans of the de- 
tectives, and was in the stationhouse a 
prisoner, not allowed to make bond until 
Investigations had been completed. Boykin 
took him over with the statement to Chief 
Poole, that ‘he knew all about the matter 
and would take it in charge,’ and the sub- 
sequent developments substantiate the truth 
of this statement and show that Boykin did 
know «all about it, and exactly when and 
where to go to find the places the crooks 
had been operating and allow the occupants 
to ascept. I made every possible effort to 
ect at the truth and the charges Boykin 
tried to get the newspapers to make arcainst 
the detectives, but which they refused to 
make until he stood for them. I was un- 
able to get any co-operation from Boykin 
who insulted me when the matter came 
up, and when I defied him to produce his 
proof, he then answered by making un- 
called for, vicious, slanderous and wholly 
false attacks upon me in his public 
speeches. These I resented then and resent 
now. I tried to get the whole matter in- 
vestigated before the committee of council, 
but his friends refused to assent to it. So 
I am writing you in order that you may take 


the necessary steps to see that the proper | 


body does act in the premises. 
Calls for Action. 

‘‘There are but few more words I de- 
sire to say on this subject: The charges 
against Boykin are many and varied. 
have outlired a few, which include slander. 


violations of his oath of office in several 
particulars, 
in rettling bonds without authority and 
in direct violation of the law, protecting 
that group of criminals represented by 
Joseph O. Ewing, including the latter party 
himself, and particularly protecting Floyd 
Woodward, 

“Any one of these offenses is sufficient 
to justify his removal from office by im- 
peachment and his punishment for the 
crimes committed. They and many others, 
will be shown by the records and his own 
statements as well as the other testimony 
which has already been delivered and 
which can be had without trouble if the 
proper authority takes the matter up and 
pursues the investigation with any decree 
of viger. 

‘‘AS to the Woodward protection, I desire 
to say that had Boykin done his duty and 
prosecuted Woodward in February or March, 
1920, for operating the gambling house at 
the San Souci hotel on Cone street (of which 
he had information and testimony avail- 
able); or had he prosecuted him for hayr- 
ing whisky in his possession in April, 1920, 
(in which latter case he had overwhelming 
testimony that was incontrovertible—among 
the things being the fact that Hughes 
Roberts, condemnation officer under the 
solicitor genera) to sell property seized in 
the enforcement of the prohibition laws 
was familiar with the facts, and prosecuted 
the case before the recorder after his at- 
tention had been called to its pendency 
by myself); then we would have had no 
such place as 351% South Broad street, or 
$914 Central avenue to be raided by Mr. 
Loykin, after due notice given to the crooks 
operating them to get away, nor would 
Holley and Lamar and Davis have been 
robbed at 25% West Peachtree street. John 
A. Boykin is porecne and officially di- 
rectly responsible for these crimes com- 
mitted at each of these places, if they were 
cominitted under the direction or a the 
precurement of Woodward. 

Did Not Prosecute, 

“As to why LBoykin did not prosecute 
Woodward, I cannot state with certainty. 
There was published in the Atlanta news- 
papers in the latter part of March, 1921, 
what purported to be a statement made 
by Floyd Woodward, a copy of which was 
filed in the superior court of Fulton county 
and ordered entered on the minutes thereof 
upon motion of the said Boykin. This copy 
so entered on the minutes by order of the 
judge, upon motion of the solicitor-general, 
was before the March term, 1921, grand 
jury of said county, when I appeared be- 
fore that body, and Boykin told the grand 
jury, in My presence, that in his opinion, 
the copy of said statement then being 
considered, was. signed by Woodward and 
that the signature thereto wags Woodward's 
signature. 

“In this statement, which being of file 
and entered on the minutes of Fulton su- 
perior court, is easily referred to, is a 
charge that the writer of the statement, 
ieyd P. Woodward, in April or May. 1919. 
gave to John A. Boykin, in the Kimball! 
house, in the city of Atlanta, the sum of 
$2,000, in the- shape of 20 $100 bills; and 

opinion that ean investigation of Boy- 
kin’s bank deposits about that date would 
disclose the fact that deposits for about 
that amount was made. Boykin gave ont 
two statements to the press on this sub- 
ject, in one of which he gaid he and mem- 
bers of his own family paid his campaign 
expenses with a small exception, and that 
he sold about $2,000 or 82,500 of stock in 
an Atlanta bank at about that time. In 
the other interview he stated that Wood- 
ward approached him in an insinuating way, 
flattered him and offered to contribute 
to his campaign expenses and mentioned the 
sum of $1,000. He stated that he declined 


to accept it because Woodward was a. gam- | 


bier. An investigation of the bank de- 
posits and the character of the same might 
develop a highly interesting situation, if 
made by some competent authority. So far 
as I know it has not been done. 
“It can be very easily proven that 
kin has lunched at

i the Kimball house with 
Floyd Woodward, and that after lunching 
he has talked with Woodward outside in 
the passage way for several minutes. Many 
other interesting things can be developed 
by a.properly and vigorously conducted in- 
quiry. 

“The record in the case and testimony 
already adduced shows that Woodward got 
protection from Boykin. Woodward says 
he gave Boykin money for the same. Wheth- 
er this is true Boykin knows, and the pub- 
lic can be informed by a properly conducted 
Investigation into the facts. That Wood- 
ward and his friends were allowed to go 
nnwhipped of justice and not even put on 
trial by the giving of bonds which were 
eenverted by Boykin into money is not even 


denied, 
Thought Him Honest. 

“‘A personal word in conclusion: I never 
knew of these various incidents in - Boy- 
kin’s life until recently. I believed him to 
be an honest man and as such supported 
him for the position he now holds in both 
his races. I even went to him and told 
him that I was going to urge the sending 
of cases for violations of the law from 
the police department to the superior court 
in order to secure more adequate sentences

Belfast, June- 24.—Three soldiers 
and a train guard were killed and 


some twenty soldiers and assistant 
train guard were injured when a 
troop train carrying soldiers [trom 
Geilust to Dublin was wrecked by 
the explosion of a Sinn Fein tand 
mine at Abervoyle, near Dundalk, 
today.
